LONG ON THE ISSUES

Secretary of the Navy Outline. the
Coming Campaig.

PROPEBT, REPBLCAN SLOAN

Democrats Will Oppose Every-
thing the Former Advocate.

THE PEOPLE WILL DECIDE

Secretary Long of the navy, in an article
in' Collier's Weekly, gives the following
outline of the coming political campaign:
In the campaign that is now opening

enunciation and denunciation will, as usual,
be the dominant notes of the platforms of
the two contending parties. The repub-
licans, standing by the record that has
been made by the President and by Con-
gress, will propose to carry out the policies
that have been initiated so successfully
and with such signal advantage to the
prosperity and growth of the country. The
democrats will, of course, ondemn the acts
and purposes of the republican party, but
will present nothing in the way of con-
structive policy.
Prosperity Is a theme on which every re-

publican campaign orator can with Irie-
sistible force appeal to the good sense and
the interests of the voters. In every com-
munity a marked contrast exists between
the conditions of today and those of 186.
In that year the mills were silent and
workingmen were idle. The purcaning
power of the wage earners had been re-
duced to such a low point that the products
of the farm and plantation were often sold
at less than the cost of production. ',.no.y
sncke Is pouring from every factory chim-
ney, and every man anxious to worX can
find employ ment at remunerative wages,
while the farmer -and the planter enjoy a
degree of prosperity that has seldom been
equaled.
The increased prosperity of the whole

coLntry can best be shown by a simple
comparison of the foreign commerce of 1N16
with that of 1195. For ten months of the'
fiscal year of 10G ending April 30 the
United States sold abroad goods to the
value of $749,444,513. For the correspond-
ing ten months ending April 30 of this year
the exports amounted to $1,172,749,430, an
increase of $4:t.304,917. During the ten
months ending June k0, 186, the imports
into the Unitedl States were valued at $ti6,-
211,1-7, while those for the same period rf
the present fiscal year amounted to 4t17,-
21,4146. This In itself is an indicatian of
increased prosperity, as it shows that the
peolleof the United States were able to
spend for foreign goods $50,950,300 more
than in 18t. Still more forcibly is the in-
creased prosperity of the country shown
by the fact that the balance of trade in.
favor of the United States, which for the
ten months ending April 30, 18-16, amounted
to $83,153,35t, had Increased to the enor-
mous sum of $45-,,3o7,p64 for the same
period in the present year. There is more
than eloquence in these figures. The voter
will nc-t shut his eyes to their bearing on
his own welfare.

Result of McKinley's Election.
This prosperity has been the natural re-

sult of the restoration of confidence brought
about by the election of 18M, and of the
enactment into law of the two leading
principles on which Mr. McKinley's cam-

paign was conducted. The Dingley law,
framed with a view of depriving the prod-
ucts of cheaper foreign labor of an advan-
tage In the American market, has enabled
American capital and labor not only to
command the home market, but to compete
with most gratifying results for the mar-
kets of the world. The advantages of the
reciprocity feature of this law are already
partially realized as a result of the com-
mercial agreements entered into. The gold
standard law enacted during the recent
session of Congress has established the
financial system of the country on a sound
footing. It has made it impossible to put
the country on a basis that will depreciate
its currency. It has provided for refund-
ing the national debt at the lowest rate paid
by any nation on earth and has effected
an annual saving in interest of many mil-
lions of dollars. It has extended the bene-
fits of the national banking system to small
towns and has provided for an expansion
of national bank circulation adequate to
the development of the business of the
country.
Unless the Kansas City convention is car-

ried off its feet by the extremists In their
ranks, it is possible that the leading dem-
ocratic issue of 186-the free coinage of
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1-may recel e
only a perfunctory indorsement. Still, they
will argue that the soundness of their free
silver campaign four years ago has some
vindication in the increased prosperity of
the country, on the ground that what they
then contendel for was an increase in the
volume of basic money. That increase,
which they sought to bring about by open-
ing the mints to silver, they will assert has
been achieved by the enormous increase irt
the output of gold. There will be some con-
demnation of the Dingley law by demo-
cratic campaigners, though with the
changed conditions of the country and the
development of manufacturing industries in
the south the democratic party can no
longer unitedly support a free trade plat-
form. This issue cannot be revived without
injury to the democratic party, in the face
of our present financial and industrial good
condition. Any denunciation of the repub-
lican Congress for giving the country the
single gold standard and for increasing the
powers of the national banks will have lit-
tle force in view of the increased volume of
currency and the general reduction of in-
terest rates.

President Safe in His Record.
The President can safety go before the

country upon the record he has made. In
the republican platform of 1896, referring
to Cuba, the party declared:
"We believe that the government of the

United States should actIvely use its in-
fluence and good offices to restore peaci
and give independence to the island."
How effectively that pledge has been ant

is being carried out the world knows. Anx.

That revolt, precipitated by
Aguinaldo in the face of the conciliatory
Policy of the aminlstratofon, is now put
Gown, and wherever American authority
has been extended local self-government
has been established, schools have been
opened, and the natives have an oppor-
tunity of experiencing the beneficial re-
sults of the American system of govern-
ment.
The pledge given by Congress and the ad-

ministration to pacify Cuba and establish
an independent government is being car-
ried out in good faith. Not for a century
has Cuba passed through such a peaceful
period as has followed American occupa.
tion. Law and order have been established
throughout the island, and its Inhabitants
have been able to devote themselves to the
avocations of peace unharassed by the
agents of a tyrannical government. Rapid
progress Is made toward the establishment
of an independent government. The munici-
palities have been under Cuban control
sp ce American occupation began, municipal
elections have been held and the framing
of a constitution and the establishment of
a national government will follow as the
next step. It Is true that some of the sub-
ordinate officials sent to Cuba have proven
unworthy of their trust and of the confl-
dence which the administration reposed in
them. But the frauds are small compared
with many that sometimes occur In our own
cities and states; and an object lesson of
inestimable value has been given the Cu-
bans of how we deal with such misconduct.
They were already familiar with peculation;
but now, for the first time, they see it pun-
ished with vigor, swiftness and severity.

Trade Follows the Flag.
That American trade follows the flag Is

shown by the immense growth in the vol-
ume of American exports to the Islands that
have come under our authority. For the
ten months ending April 80, 1897. the year
before the Spanish war, the exports from
the United States to Cuba amounted to
$6,764,707; to Porto Rico, $1,059,03: to Ha-
waii, $3,768.739, and to the Philippine
Islands, $91,100. Uor the corresponding ten
months of the present .11scal year the ex-
ports to Cuba amounted to S22,006,973; to
Porto Rico, 33,052,971; to Hawa.l 311,411,-
720, and to the Philippine Islands, $2,132.944.
These figures for the clirrent year relate
only to commercial exports, and do not in-
clude any of the supplies that have been
sent to United States troops in the Insular
possessions. It will be seen that the most
remarkable Increase has been in the exports
to the Philippines, and this, too, In spite of
the fact that the country -has been dis-
turbed, and that until recently but two
ports were open to trade. With order re-
stored throughout the archipelago, and
with the inhabitants engaged in the avoca-
tions of peace, the Philippine Islanders w:il
be numbered among the best customers of
the United States. Furthermore, the Philip-
pines will be the Atepping stone to the com-
merce of the et. The administratkcn has
realized from the first the necessity of the
expansion of American markets abroad,
and especially In Asia. Geographically, the
United States is more favorably situated
with reference to the trade of the orient
than are the nations of Europe. Hawaii.
Guam and the Philippines lie in the path
of American commerce in China. They will
form stopping places in time of peace and
harbors of refuge and bases of naval ac-
tivity in time of war. The President has
noted the efforts of European nations to
extend their spheres of influence in China,
and one of the most important achieve-
ments of the administration has been the
success of Secretary Hay In securing the
pledge of European nations to mailtain
there the "open door."

To Foster Anerlean Shipping.
If the United States are to secure the

greatest benefits from their growing foreign
commerce, a large percentage of that com-
merce must be carried In American bot-
toms under the Amertcan flag. To bring
this about the republican party favors such
legislation as will best lead to the develop-
ment of American shipbuilding and Amer!-
can shipowning. Here, again, the matter
of wages enters largely into the problem.
Not only are workmen in American ship-
yards better paid than those In similar es-
tablishments abroad, but the wages of of-
ficers and seamen on American merchant
ships are much higher than in any other
merchant marine in the world. If Ameri-
can ships are to compete successfully for
the ocean-carrying trade such legislation
must be enacted as will meet these wage
conditions.
An important factor In the commercial

development of the United States will be the
construction of a trans-isthmian canal,
which will not only bring the eastern and
western coasts of the United States into
closer relations, but shorten the distance
from the Atlantic and the gulf to the orient
and from the Pacific to Europe. To such a
canal the party pledged itself In 186. Sub-
stantial progress has already been made by
the President and Congress toward carry-
ing out that pledge, and there is no doubt
that when Congress reassembles in Decem-
ber, with the full report of the Walker com-
mission before It, final legislative action will
be taken.

On the Trust Issue.
On the trust issue the republicans advo-

cate a policy of correcting the evils which
grow from combinations of corporations
and great aggregations of capital without,
at the same time, restricting legitimate en-

terprise. Kept within proper bounds-and
this should be done by the most resolute
legislation wherever necessary-large cor-
porations may be made alike beneficial to
their stockholders, to their employes and
to the consumers of their products. The
large corporation, with Its ability to estab-
lish agencies throughout the world, is un-
doubtedly an important factor in the build-
ing up of foreign commerce.
The opposition will denounce the repub

lican policy toward trusts as they will de-
nounce every other policy of the dominani
party. They will excuse the opposition ol
the' democratic members of the House ol
Representatives to the constitutional
amendment giving Congress full power ovei
trusts on the ground that such an amend-
ment would invade the rights of the states
although the decisions of the Supreme
Court have clearly defined the limitation
of the present power on this subject. What-
ever may be said as to the wisdom of thli
amendment, it Is evident that our demo.
cratic brethren, while criticising a republi
can Congress for not legislating full reme,
dies for the evils of trusts, are themselva
when put to the test, unwilling to gran
Congress power for this purpose. On th4
whole, the position of the democrats on th,
trust Issue has been greatly weakened b
the votes of the democratic representative.

Great Time"When Mr. Ruhlin
Knocked Out'Mr. Sharkey.

SCENES A THE RINGSIDE

NEW YORK, July 8, 1900.

A "dump," in sporting parlance, means
the overturning of a favorite. The
"dump" that occurred at the Sea Side
Sporting Club, Coney Island, on Tues-
day night last, was one of the most
heartrending of its sort that has happened
in this neighborhood for years. Large
numbers of "dead game sports" were al-
most reduced to whimpering when the
awful possibility of a "dump" dawned upon
them-when the prospect of their being
rudely separated from their "bank rolls"
gradually became a certainty. When the
huge person named Ruhlin began from the
very minute the gong sounded to render
the countenance of Ex-man-o'-war's-man
Sharkey into a clinic illustration of ele-
phantlasis in its final stages, the "dead
games" smiled knowingly, winked at each
other with great wisdom In their winks, lit
fresh cigars, leaned back complacently.
and waited for the bullnecked ex-tar to
"come on."
But when he didn't "come on"-when he

began to wabble in his tracks like a Blood-
field gentleman of color who flirts with
Old Tom gin at two bits the quart-when,
after a while, his adamantine skull began
to bump against the canvas floor with the
emphasis of a sack of bran landing alter a
fall from the third-floor window of a livery
stable-then the ornately clad "dead
games" in the boxes began to mop their
foreheads frantically with lurid silk hand-
kerchiefs, and to gane at each other with
unseeing eyes.
When, finally, the heavy weather man-

who, by the way, Isn't such a salted-down
deep-water sailor, after all, seeing that
he only put in one three-year cruise as an
assistant master-at-arms on board the
Philadelphia-was so muddled that he prob-
ably didn't know whether he was in a prizefight or trying to shoe a government mule-
and when the knotty-muscled, third-rate
pugilist in front of him advanced upon the
Dundalk chap and projected him into the
land of slumber by means of two terrific
raps, the cruel sound of which blanched
the cheeks of a few men present, who were
not used to the game-the bediamonded
"dead games" simply leaned back in thel
seats and gasped; that Is. the majority 01
them did'. But where there are losers there
must also be winners. The "sports" whohad made the right pick, and who had gol3 to 1 for their money, danced around, yell.ing and hugging each other, or else theysolemnly stamped on their hats, or broketheir canes into three or four pieces, or didsundry and divers other extravagant thingswhereby to manifest their joy,

The Crowd a; the Fight.
About 7,000 men, saw this fight and rooted

according to their seliction of a winner or
their way of belting. The assembling of
this crowd and their cpJiduct before, during
and after the fi'ht probably diverted the
few present who had hever seen anything
of the sort before a good deal more than
the battle itself, which was a slugging
match pure and simple, with little or no
science exhibited by either man-very like
a rough-and-tunible affair between a pailof 'longshoremen.
Perhaps three-fourtfis of the 7,000 and

odd men who journeyed down to ConeyIsland to see the pair of louts punch each
other were menl of good standing in this
neighborhcod business and professiona
men, salesmen, clerks,' city employes, politicians-men who.earn their salt by the ex
ercise of their brains Aid not by the work
of their hands. T'he reppaning: fourth were
the "dead gamies-tfre. racing gang. th<
gambling house crews; the saloon-keepingpugs and their trains of sycophants, an<
the brigade of silent, well-dressed drones
who have mastered the science of livingwell on nothing a year.

Tickles New York's Fancy.
In most of the large cities of this country

in which prize fights are "pulled off"-t
employ the regular phrase-the prepon
derating element In attendance consists of
"chinless lew foreheads"-the rag-tag an
bob-tall-the non-producing toughs-but I
Is different over here. You'll hear little els,
among the supposedly sensible, industrious
well-cordtioned men that you meet in the
lunch rooms or at the boarding house table
or on the cars, but "Who's going to win?'
for weeks in advance of one of these bifling
contests, and the solid element turns out il
force to watch the punchfest and to bet o
the outcome. Even the New York womer
display extraordinary interest In the big
scraps, and if they ever array themselve
on the side of equal rights for the sexes 1
will be because the triumph of such a doc
trine would permit them to attend the fight
in person instead of reading the newspape
accounts of them or listening to their broth
ers' or their husbands' descriptions of th
biffing bees.
The crowd began to show up around th

amphitheater of the Sea Side Sporting Clu
as early as 6 o'clock- on Tuesday evening
A great many of the men made a day c
it and attended the races at Sheepshea
Bay in the afternoon. The cafes and res
taurants around the amphitheater were i
clover for three hours before the fightin
began. it was odd to observe the awe wit
which the decent, everyday citizens, sit
ting around waiting for the doors of tn
amphitheater to open, regarded th
"sports" who swaggered around, "openin
wine," and flicking the ashes off expensiv
cigars with over-bejeweled fingers.
